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Sixth man Mills leads men in season opener at Kearney

Maverick Men’s basketball Head Coach 
Kevin McKenna said that one of the most 
important things he leamed from a 76-73 win 
Monday over Keamey was never to overlook 
an opponent missing a player. UNK had four 
sit out. 

If Kearney learned a lesson, it is never 
overlook a player who practiced just three 
times in three weeks. Abdul Mills, who had 
a knee injury, came off the bench for UNO 
to record 20 points on 7-11 shooting in 24 
minutes, 

Four Kearney players missed the game. 
Matt Jenkins will sit out the season with a 
medical redshirt. Marty Levinson and Dusty 
Jura sat out the first of a two-game suspension 
for an NCAA rules violation, and Nick Morrell 
sat out for violating team rules. 

Missing players and injuries didn’t matter 
once the ball was tipped. Ryan Curtis scored 
the first points of the game, but the Lopers 
quickly countered with an 80 run, allowing 
the home crowd to get in the game. 

While the first half was close, Kearney 
was in control of the lead and game for the 
first 20 minutes. In that first half, UNO held 
the lead for only 22 seconds, After Mills scored 
his third three-pointer of the half, UNK went 
on a 6-0 run to go up 37-29, Mills knocked in 
a horn-halting shot to pull the Mavs within six 


at the break. 

The second verse was just like the first 
as the Lopers opened the second half with 
another 8-2 run, led by Chris Dean and Will 
Taukiuvea. 

Down 12, emotional leader Andre Tarpley 
rained two three-pointers on the Kearney 
parade. Mills dropped in another three-be 
while Curtis and Calvin Kaples added layups 
pulling into a 47-46 Loper lead. 

With 11:30 left to play, Denny Johnston 
scored a three to take the first Maverick lead 
(50-49) since it was 16-15. Kearney jumped 
ahead 56-52 but could not score for three and 
a half minutes. The Mavericks evened it up, 
but went on a near four-minute drought of 
their own. 

Kearney’s 65-60 lead with less than four 
minutes to play was erased in 38 seconds on 
an old fashioned three-point play by Mills. He 
added his 20th point on his last shot, giving 
UNO the lead for good at 2:36 in the game. 

UNK came within two, but Tarpley let 
loose after he hit his third bucket of the game, 
and Curtis tumed a Kaples bounce pass into a 
two-handed slam. 

“Tt was a good pass,” Curtis said. “Calvin 
gets mad at me if | drop his pass, ft was a good 
exchange. You've got to credit Calvin for that.” 

Kaples, a point guard, led the team in 
rebounds (11), assists (6) and added 10 points. 

Randy Bland added a free throw to give 


UNO a 76-73 lead. 
Taukiuvea’s three 
pointer — found 
nothing but air 
to give UNO the 
win. 

Afterward, 
McKenna 
commented — on 
the zone defense 
played by 
Kearney. 

“We got what 
we thought we 
were going to get,” 
he said.

The smile on Elizabeth Kraemer’s 
face is obvious, even over the phone. 
The newly elected UNO Student 
Government president/regent is riding 
a wave of positive momentum and is 
readily awaiting the January installation 
of her administration. 

Kraemer is eager to begin her work 
as president/regent, but acknowledges 
that the lengthy and dramatic election 
process has changed her and her 
approach to the office. 

“Y think this is going to affect the 
way | do things because | had to fight 
for this. f mean ] wanted this (10 percent 
before | even started campaigning. | 
decided before last semester was even 
over, So, ifs always been something 
that | wanted,” she said. “It wasn’t an 
easy wind” 

Kraemer spoke referring to the 
grievances she and her running mate 
Lamarr Womble’ had filed regarding 
the run-off election and the subsequent 
Election Commission hearing and 
Student Senate special sessions. 

Much like Kraemer, Womble’ feels 


that the difficult victory is peppered with 
vindication because of the circumstances 
surrounding it. 

“Tt (the win) feels pretty good. When 
you look at the rules and the rules were 
broken; something has to be done, you 
know, absolutely has to be done. No 
matter what the circumstances are,” he 
said. “It was the correct decision.” 

Kraemer feels that she is ready to 
meet the challenges of her new office 
and is optimistic about them, 

She feels like the situation 
affected many aspects of her life. 

“This really helps you realize who 
your friends are,” she said. 

Womble’ is also excited, but 
maintains that he is still the same person 
after all of the events following the

election. “This hasn't changed me at - 


all. I’m still the same guy. And, it’s not 
going to. Phat’s the kind of person | 
am,” he said, 

“T don’t think it is (going to change 
my approach). It’s not going to affect 
me at all. It’s already forgotten to me. 
You don’t know how badly [ wanted 
this whole thing to be over,” Womble’ 
said of the controversy surrounding this 
fall’s election. 


Womble’ is also sure he is ready 
to take on the challenges presented by 
his position as vice president. Those 
challenges include creating a more 


diverse student government at UNO.

Wallace is a former news correspondent 
for “PrimeTime Thursday” and was a 
frequent substitute host of “Nightline.” He 
has interviewed and profiled numerous 
public figures, including former President 
Bill Clinton, Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon, film stars Jodie Foster and Morgan 
Freeman, golf legend Arnold Palmer and 
NBA great Magic Johnson. 

His work has included a variety of 
investigations throughout the years on 
topics ranging from Australian safe havens 
for Nazi war criminals to waste and fraud in 
Medicare, food stamp and federal disability 
programs. Additionally, Wallace has led 
hidden-camera investigations that focused 
on gender bias, baggage theft on United 
States airlines, auto repair fraud and home 
appliance repair scams. 

As a White House correspondent, 
Wallace covered former President Reagan’s 
1984 trip to China and four 
Reagan-Gorbachev summits. 
He also followed the 1980, 
1984 and 1988 presidential 
campaigns and was a floor 
reporter for NBC’s coverage | 
of the corresponding 
Democratic and Republican 
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Student Government,” he said. 

Despite the delays and struggles 
to get into office, both Womble’ and 
Kraemer are looking forward to 
performing their duties. 

On the other side of the aisle, 
a very different, somber mood 
resides.

Both Vincik and Drieling also 
acknowledge lessons learned in 
this process. 

“I would say that I learned from 
this,” said Drieling. “I probably 
have a deeper understanding of 
issues surrounding these elections. 
I have a better ability to deal with 
disappointment.” 

Vincik echoed that sentiment. 
“I’m not used to losing,” she said. 
“I was very disappointed that Vince 
and I didn’t win.” 

Drieling will be moving toward 
the future. 

“At this point, I'm going to try 
to step aside and work towards my 
career,” he said. 

Vincik remains optimistic. 

“Everything happens for 
a reason. This type of situation 
happened for a reason.” 

sae Vincik 
said that she is 
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interested to returning her focus 
to school and towards becoming 
involved with new activities around 
campus. However, she does not 
rule out the possibility of returning 
to Student Government. 

“I've had a lot of my friends say

Kraemer also maintains a 
desire to stay involved in Student 
Government even after her term 
ends, saying, “I hope to stay active 
(in Student Government) until I 
graduate.”

If anyone has had a better experience 
at El Aguila than the one I’m about to 
describe, let me know. This restaurant is 
going to need to be redeemed. 

EL Aguila had recently caught 
my attention because of their perky 
commercials ending with — people 
shouting “EL AGUILA!” in a way. that 
my Midwestern accent and only English 
speaking tongue never could. Their 
excitement intrigued me, made me 
hungry and prompted me to head out to 
1837 Vinton St. 

My dining date and I parked on the 
street right outside. Parking was easy, 
but then again, it was the middle of the 
afternoon. 

The atmosphere inside was simple. 
It did not seem overly authentic or too 
decorated. Our table was a dark salmon 
color, square, four chairs, a normal dining 
room setting. Nothing had stuck out as 
extraordinary or terrible so far. 

It was almost empty in the restaurant, 
leading me to believe that | would get my 
food quickly, and definitely leading me to 
believe that I would get my food before 
the people that came in ten minutes after 
us. 

This was not the case. 

We had ordered fajitas (a must for 
anyone trying out a Mexican restaurant) 
and enchiladas verde. The people behind

us had apparently ordered burritos and 
rice, and soup. 

I was still relatively unscathed about 
my experience at this point, even after 
watching the people that had come in 
after us inhaling their burritos and beans 
and rice. Maybe our entrees were harder 
to prepare, I thought. That would be the 
logical, less cynical route to take. 

The wait was not too long, about 
20 minutes. It was merely made longer 
by the observation 
that others had food 
before us. 

Once the sizzling 
platter of steak and 
vegetables came out, 


my angst towards 
other patrons * 
subsided. I adore =~ 
fajitas. 


I had ordered the enchiladas verde 
so my dining date and I could share 
each other’s entrees. The enchiladas verde 
were, in fact, verde. Green. There was 
green cheesy sauce all over it, and it was 
great. 

The fajitas weren't bad either, despite 
the fact that there was no cheese for them. 
The steak was served on the skillet, the 
guacamole, sour cream and salsa each 
had little plastic cups on a separate plate, 
and the four tortillas were in a tortilla 
warmer. The beans and rice scored their 
own plate. 

Not bad. Not the best Mexican food

I've had, but definitely not the worst. The 
enchiladas verde were a little on the soggy 
side, having so much green sauce and 
cheese all over them 

> Then came the bill. 

We didn’t actually look at the bill 
before we gave the waitress the credit 
card, which was our mistake. We didn’t 
even ask for it. We just gave her the card, 
innocently assuming that we would be 
charged for what we ordered. 

Again, this was not 
the case. 

We got the bill of 
the people behind us, 
who had ordered much 
more. Theiramount was 
charged onto the credit 
card, not the $15 bill 
that we had expected. 

We asked her to fix it. Void it out. 
Charge us for our own meal. 

She came back with a new charge, 
telling us to just ignore how she had 
entered in an order for crab fajitas instead 
of steak fajitas. Unfortunately, the crab 
fajitas alone cost $14, which was painfully 
more than the $8.95 we'd expected for the 
steak fajitas.

Unfortunately, it was the same 
waitress who swiped the credit card again, 
gave us the receipt and looked to the floor 
as we glanced over it. 

We were still charged about $2 more 
for each item, and I asked her to explain 
this. 

She said, “The menus change over at 
3p.m.” as if this was a suitable explanation 
for why we were charged extra for a meal 
that we had ordered at 2 p.m. In fact, had 
she gotten the bill correct the first time, 
25 minutes ago, we would have paid the 
price we had expected.

Blue October live DVD/CD one of year’s best

Once again, Blue October proves more than 
happy to answer the call of its fans. This fall, the 
bi-polar art rock band from Texas released its 
long-awaited live DVD and double-CD set, and 
it's worth every penny. 

Most bands are better in the studio than 

on the stage, a phenomenon that any seasoned 
concert-goer will attest to. Blue October, on the 
other hand, is a band that many fans argue 
is actually better when seen live. Some say it's 
because of lead singer Justin Furstenfeld’s

Others say it’s because the band 
emerged from a grassroots following, and itl 
always be more at home onstage than in the 
studio. 

And so it was 6nly natural for one of 
the best live bands in the Midwest to finally 
aaa a live album. However, Blue October 


went beyond the call of duty and professionally 
shot a live video at the same time. Filmed at 
the Lakewood Theater in Dallas last summer, 
the video features over two hours of the band 
performing songs from all three of its albums. 
And that’s not including the bonus material, 
which indudes some cool behind-the-scenes 
stuff and the shot-for-TV music videos of 
“Calling You” and “Razorblade.” 

The show itself is really impressive. The 
venue looks like a pretty posh joint, and the use 
of lighting is fantastic. The only complaint I have 
is the cinematography and editing; they both 
borderline on amateur, Just when Furstenfeld 
is getting ready to scream out at the climax of 
a song, the video will cut away to a different 
shot or angle. And some of the angles are a little 
awkward, to say the least. 

But all in all, the DVD does a good 
job of capturing the mood and energy of a 
live Blue October show.
